3. HALL was given a polygraph examination as to his intentions regarding his
activities in the planned invasion of 12 September 1963. The results of the
examination were reviewed by the undersigned. Although the results were some-what
slight and difficult to determine, the results indicated dewbhtruthfulness and .
no deception was indicated. It is the opinion that the test was not properly
constructed in thefthe relevant questions were not of significant strength,

A more definite determination could have been reached if the overall test was
. more. properly constructed. However, based on the results of the test given,
